Nobel  Laureate  to 
Head  Elliott 
Symposium  Lineup 

Dr.  Gertrude  Elion,  who,  with  Sir  James  Black  and  Dr. 
George  Hitchings,  received  the  Nobel  Prize  in  Physiology/ 
Medicine,  will  be  the  featured  lecturer  for  the  Elliott 
Symposium  at  Delta  State  University  on  October  1-2. 

Elion,  Black  and  Hitchings  are  credited  with  key  victo- 
ries in  the  fight  against  heart  disease,  peptic  ulcers,  hyper- 
tension, leukemia  and  other  cancers,  malaria,  bacteria, 
gout,  infections  and  herpes. 

The  1988  Nobel  honorees  made  discoveries  of  practical 
significance  which  revolutionized  pharmacology.  Their 
work  has  prolonged  or  improved  the  lives  of  millions,  and 
virtually  all  of  their  discoveries  remain  important  in  con- 
temporary medicine.

Delta  &  Pine  Land 
Executive  Retires 


Longtime  Delta  and  Pine 
Land  Company  executive 
Bill  Arnold  ('68)  recently 
retired  after  a  career  which 
began  there  as  an  accoun- 
tant and  concluded  as  head 
of  the  company's  Inter- 
national Division  with 
operations  in  22  countries. 

A  native  of  Beulah,  he 
has  been  with  D&PL  for 
more  than  17  years,  serv- 
ing as  controller,  vice  presi- 
dent of  Finance,  of 
Corporate  Development, 
and  of  International 
Development  before  being 
selected  to  head  its 
International  Division  in 
1995. 

Arnold  led  the  develop- 
ment team  which  enabled 
D&PL  to  successfully  intro- 
duce the  world's  first  commercial  transgenic  cotton  seed.  As  president  of 
the  International  Division,  he  oversaw  establishment  of  joint  venture  rela- 
tionships in  China  and  Argentina  and  strengthened  the  company's  overall 
operations,  especially  in  Australia,  South  Africa,  Mexico,  Greece,  Spain  and 
Turkey. 

In  announcing  Arnold's  retirement,  D&PL  president  Murray  Robinson 
said,  "Bill  Arnold's  leadership  in  the  development  of  the  firm's  transgenic 
products  and  his  leadership  of  our  International  Division  have  been  invalu- 
able contributions  to  the  success  and  growth  of  Delta  and  Pine  Land."

Ned  A.  Mitchell  of  Cleveland  is  the  University's  Outstanding  Alunmus  of  1998,  and  he

A  1962  graduate,  Mitchell  earned  the  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree  in  Education  with  a 
major  in  Social  Science.  He  compiled  an  outstanding  record  while  a  student  at  Delta 
State  where  he  was  a  member  of  the  Men's  Honor  Council,  Kappa  Delta  Pi  and  the 
Inter-Fratemit}'  Council,  He  was  also  selected  to  Who's  Who  in  American  Colleges  and 
Universities  and  was  named  Senior  Class  Favorite. 

Additionally,  Mitchell  was  a  three-year  letter  winner  in  football  and  was  a  member  of 
the  M  Club.  He  was  one  of  the  founding  members  of  the  men's  social  fraternitv.  Delta 
Alpha  Omega,  which  later  became  the  University's  Kappa  Alpha  Order.  Following  his 
graduation,  Mitchell  was  inducted  into  the  Omicron  Delta  Kappa  honor  circle  at  Delta 
State. 

Mitchell  currently  serves  as  Chief  Executive  Officer  and  President  of  Bolivar  Insurance 
Agency,  Inc.  in  Cleveland.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  First  National 
Bank  in  Cleveland.  He  began  his  career  with  the  Travelers  Insurance  Co.  following  his  graduation  from  Delta  State, 
and  he  has  remained  in  the  insurance  profession  since.  Mitchell  founded  Mississippi  Insurance  Managers,  Inc.,  an 
insurance  management  company  in  Jackson,  and  he  currentlv  serves  on  its  board  of  directors.

On 
behalf  of  the  thousands  of  people  who  worked  in  his 
operation,  Bradshaw  accepted  the  award  from  President 
Clinton. 

Reflecting  on  Bradshaw's  years  with  the  company,

Wade,  who  will  be  inducted  posthumously,  finished  her 
legendary  career  with  an  overall  record  of  633-117. 
Following  an  exceptional  high  school  coaching  career.  Wade 
was  named  the  Lady  Statesmen  coach  when  DSU  revived 
women's  basketball  in  1973.  She  quickly  established  the 
program  nationally  leading  the  Lady  Statesmen  to  three 
consecutive  AIAW  National  Championships  in  1975,  '76 
and  '77 .  In  1977  the  Wade  Trophy  was  established,  honoring 
the  outstanding  women's  collegiate  basketball  player  in 
America  and  in  1984  Wade  was  inducted  into  the  Naismith 
Memorial  Basketball  Hall  of  Fame. 

McClellan's  Barton  (Ark.)  high  school  teams  won  eight 
State  Championships  along  with  19  District  Championships 
during  his  illustrious  career.  His  teams  hold  the  National 
H.S.  Record  for  consecutive  regular  season  wins  with  111 
games  won.  In  recognition  of  his  accomplishments, 
McClellan  was  named  District  Coach  of  the  Year  20  times, 
the  state's  Outstanding  Football  Coach  three  times,  and 
Arkansas  High  School  Football  Coach  of  the  Decade  for  the

What  some,  but  probably  not  many,  do  not  know  is  that 
Ronnie,  a  1974  graduate,  is  the  founder  of  the  Delta  Aquatic 
Club,  a  group  of  youngsters,  aged  eight-and-under  to  fif- 
teen-and-over,  who  have  competed  on  the  local,  state,  and 
national  levels  for  the  past  25 
years. 

Mayers'  swimmers  have 
been  champions  at  all  levels 
and  the\'  have  come  from 
Cleveland,  Greenville, 
Greenwood,  Leland, 
Indianola,  Shaw,  Shelby, 
Duncan,  Clarksdale,  Rosedale, 
and  many  other  Delta  ham- 
lets. When  the  first  age  group 
swimming  team  hit  the  water 
at  the  Walker  Natatorium  on 
the  Delta  State  campus,  a 
"freshly-graduated"  Ronnie 
Mayers  was  the  coach. 

With  a  lot  of  water  splashed  from  many  pools  throughout 
the  state,  the  Delta  Aquatics  Club,  now  the  Delta  State 
University  Aquatics  Club,  is  still  going  strong,  thanks  to 
Mayers'  influence,  care  and  guidance.  He  works  hand-in- 
hand  with  the  community,  not  just  Cleveland,  but 
Greenville  and  Greenwood  which  also  field  a  DSUA  team. 

Then  some  11  years  later  in  1985,  Mayers  with  the  help  of 
Dr.  Kent  Wyatt,  University  president,  founded  the  intercol- 
legiate swimming  and  diving  team.  First,  it  was  just 
women,  then  a  couple  of  years  later,  came  the  men.  His 
1992-93  and  1996-97  women's  squads  captured  New  South 
Intercollegiate  Swim  League  (NSISL)  championships. 
Mayers  has  been  named  Coach  of  the  Year  five  times  for  his 
women's  teams  successes  and  twice  for  his  men's  teams, 
including  the  1997-98  group. 

He  is  especially  proud  of  the  fact  that  his  women  and 
men's  swimming  alumni  remain  in  contact  with  him.  "They 
want  to  know  how  our  current  teams  are  doing,  and  they 
also  give  to  the  intercollegiate  swimming  program.  Their 
sharing  and  giving  is  a  key  factor  in  the  continuing  success 
of  our  swimming  teams,"  Mayers  is  quick  to  point  out. 

Over  the  past  two  years,  Mayers  has  led  the  Statesmen  to 
consecutive  NCAA  Division  II  Swimming  and  Diving 
Championship  appearances,  while  producing  five  first  team 
All-Americans  and  six  honorable  mention  All-Americans. 


Two  years  ago,  senior  swimmer  Trey  Labella,  was  named  a 
first  team  Academic  All-America  member. 

A  strong  proponent  of  swimming  competition  throughout 
the  state,  he  received  the  Distinct  Service  Award  in  1993 
from  Mississippi  Swimming  Inc.,  for  his  many  contributions 
to  amateur  swimming  in  Mississippi. 

As  a  member  of  the  HPER  faculty  at  Delta  State,  Mayers 
teaches  swimming  ,  lifesaving  and  other  classes.  "I  get  as 
big  a  thrill  out  of  teaching  someone  to  swim  as  I  do  watch- 
ing someone  break  a  state 
record,"  he  said.  Not  only  does 
he  teach  children  to  swim,  but 
college  students  who  never 
learned  how.  He's  even  taught 
folks  in  their  60's  who,  he 
pointed  out,  are  usually  moti- 
vated because  of  medical  prob- 
lems. 

Mayers  is  in  charge  of  the 
lifesaving  programs  and  scuba 
diving  classes.  "We  try  to  offer 
as  many  activities  as  we  can 
for  the  students  and  the  com- 
munity," he  said.  "Working  at 
Delta  State  has  been  a  great 
experience  because  I  get  so  much  support  from  the  admin- 
istration and  my  colleagues." 

Another  area  in  which  Mayers  is  involved,  is  recruiting. 
He  said  that  he  has  found  that  it  is  easy  to  recruit  students 
to  Delta  State  because  they  like  the  school,  the  academic 
offerings,  the  faculty  and  the  community.  "We  have  swim- 
mers from  France,  Alaska,  Illinois,  Texas,  as  well  as  from  all 
over  the  state.  I  enjoy  meeting  all  the  students  at  DSU  and 
the  kids  through  the  age  group  teams  —  it's  really  excit- 
ing." 

He  is  a  driving  force  behind  the  recently-approved  Delta 
State  Aquatics  Center  —  future  home  of  the  Statesmen  and 
Lady  Statesmen  swimming  and  diving  teams  —  a  $6  mil- 
lion facility  on  which  construction  should  begin  late  this  fall 
or  early  next  year. 

Mayers  also  holds  his  masters  degree  in  education  from 
Delta  State,  and  he  earned  a  degree  from  the  American 
Association  of  Health,  Physical  Education  and  Recreation 
Coaches'  College  in  1974  and  from  the  United  States 
Swimming  Coaches'  College  in  1975. 

A  native  of  Natchez,  Mayers  is  married  to  the  former 
Karen  Scott,  also  from  Natchez,  and  they  have  a  daughter, 
Ann  Marie,  who  competes  for  the  DSU  Aquatics  Club. 
"Swimming  is  a  family  sport  for  us."
